Jim Ryder 
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Pollster Harris 
predicts dim future

Lou Harris of the Harris Poll fame spoke 
at one of the sessions of the California News¬ 
paper Publishers’ Convention In San Diego 
last weekend and he presented one of the 
gloomiest forecasts to editors possible. 

He prefaced his statistics with the state¬ 
ment that he doesn’t always like what he’s 
about to say, but these are the figures “whether 
Americans like them or not.’’ 

Both the young and old Americans are 
becoming panicked by rising prices and little 
forecast for help, he said. 

His statistics explain that nationally 
59% of the oldsters feel negatively about the 
present administration. The average Income for 
those over 65 years Is about $12,000 but many 
of them try to live on $6700 yearly. 

Young people caught on early to a de¬ 
vice to survive by purchasing homes each year, 
moving on to another home to get the capi¬ 
tal gain. He explains that during the past 
year 31% to 59% of this age group favored cut¬ 
ting the nationai gains tax. 

Unempioyment for young peopie between 
the ages of 18 and 24 years Is close to double 
what It was a couple years ago. Harris ex¬ 
plained that young working wives are the first 
to be laid off from their jobs and this Is causing 
much trepidation for young marrieds who need 
Income from the second job to survive. 

High percentages of persons want the 
clean air act as tough or tougher than It 
has been before and an even higher per¬ 
centage, 92%, want the clean water act. 

Harris said a negative vote of 53% to 28% 
of persons polled feel President Reagan’s 
handling of environmental issues Is not what 
they had Hoped for. 

Within the past year the Sierra Club, a 
well-known environmental group, tripled their 
membership. 

Harris quoted Howard Baker as stating 
recently, “If the environmentalists ever get to 
push at the grass roots level, we’re In trouble.” 

Harris said the environmentalists were at 
that level this year and predicted the Issue 
will bring out young people for the causes. 

According to the famous pollster, women 
are concerned about their causes and feel the 
President Is ignoring their needs. Sixty-three 
percent of the women interviewed are wor¬ 
ried that President Reagan “will get us into 
war,” Harris stated. 

Harris predicts "a terrible labor shortage 
coming” and stresses the need for allowing 
older people to work. He said 2/3 of the older 
people want to work. 

He also said, “The Democrats have had 
a patent tor having Invented deficit spending,” 
then explained that many Republicans are 
concerned over the present Republican ad¬ 
ministration’s federal deficit. 

He implied this problem would work 
against those Republicans who are up for 
office. 

Harris concluded, “The Democrats are 
licking their chops. They would be better off 
oiling their brains.”
